gram]—The South African envoys re- 
ceived in a philosophical 
manner their

They decline to discuss the 


matter further than to say that they are 
sorry that recognition and sympathy 
tor the republics cannot be obtained 
from an official source. They called on 
•the president thin morning in an entirely 
'unofficial capacity. 


.President McKinley received the en- 


voys in the blue room, adjourning to the 
•south porch where the visit was contin- 


ued a quarter of an hour. 
The presi- 


dent said that bad he been able to bring 
about peace by mediation it would have 
bnen one of the happiest acts of bis life. 
He assured them that he was glad to 
•see the envoys any, tims they wished to 
•call. 


Washington, May 22-Yesterday af 


'ternoon the three' peace delegates from 
South Africa were plainly told by Sec- 
retary Hey that interference by the 
"United States in the war between Great 
Britain and the Transvaal Bepublic is 
impossible. 


Grent frankness was indulged in on 


'both sides. It 
was man speaking to 


. tnan, and much feeling was shown dur- 
ing the solemn hour in which the repre- 
sentatives of the little republics learned 
that their mission in Atnerk-a is abso- 
lutely hopeless. 


A Very Serious Mutter 


From a political standpoint the visit 


'°? to?.?per envoys is.regarded as a very 
serious " matter; and presents the moat 
-embarrassing problem the administration 
-has had to meet since the opening of the 
war with Spain. It is conceded that the 
people of this country have a profound 
sympathy with the two little republics 
in South Africa, which, they would be 
glad to have expressed by^ the govern 
•ment in a practical manner. 


Appeal to the People 


Mr. Fischer and his associates . have 


•nevfir coaceuled their intention to appeal 
to the people of the United States in 
the event cf the president's declining to 
intervene in behalf of their fellow-coun 
trymen. They have made this very 
clear since they_jirrived in Washington, 
and, as one of them expressed it: "If the 
president denirs our request we shall ap- 
peal under Cassar." 


They are willing to relinquish every- 


thing else, to pay any indemnity or ac- 
cept almost any conditions, provided the 
two Soxith African republics can retain 
their independence. They require that 
the United States shsll compel Great 
Britain to concede their independence at 
the moment of their submission and de- 
mand that we shall make war against 
England if she refuses to do so. 


They do not fhemselves putit in those 


harsh terms, although their sympathizers 
-•and th9 .committee which is looking 
after their eomfort does not hesitate to 
•do so in their presence. In the event of 
.the final refusal of .the president to act 
they propose to make a tour of the 
country, holding meetings wherever and 
as often as they can for the purpose of 
exciting sympathy and invoking public 
opinion in support of their mission. 


They expect in this way to make a 


political issue of Boer independence in 
the next campaign and assist to elect a 
candidate for the presidency who shall 
promise to come to their defense even 
at the cost of a war with England. 


Those Who Favor Boers 


Thus far no republican has taken any 


part in the reception or entertainment of 
the Boers except a few anti expansion- 
ists like Mason and Wellington, who are 
already out with the administration and 
seize upon every opportunity to- add to 
the President's embarassmente. 
The 


prominent democrats in Congress are 
also holding back. They are not quite 
ready to undertake the Boer cause ae 
yet for the reason that they do not see 
where it is going to lead them. 


The democratic managers are not will- 


ing to advocate war in the defense of 
South African independence, although 
they are of course perfectly willing to 
use the Boer envoys, to make political 
capital so far as they are able to -Jo so 
without committing themselves. to the 
ultimate 
consequences. 
The Irish- 


American 
and 
German-American 


elements in congress, the populists and 
the hnti-expaosionists are very much in 
earnest and show great activity in behalf 
of the Boers. 


M»7 Contrive a 1'lan. 


It is taken for granted tbat the presi- 


dent will decline to intervene, although 
it is possiHn ttint be and Secretary Hay 
may contrive some method of carrying 
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out the wishes of the Boer envoys with- 
out en col ring this government in a 
snarl. The president naturally sympa- 
thises with the South Africans, but at 
the same time recognizes the difficulty 
of intervening in their behalf without 
endangering our friendly relations with 
Great Britain.

Possibilities. 


Washington, D. C., May 22—One 


month from today in all probability the 
Philadelphia convention will have" con- 
cluded its labors, or the ticket will be 
sufficiently well indicated. 
Of cojree, 


there is no doubt of President McKin- 
ley's repomination by acclamation, but 
there is a good deal of a question ae to 
the second place on the ticket. 


It is a significant fact that in the last 


•week or two in nine cases out of ten 
when republican congressmen or officials 
are asked to make ' a guess a.a to the 
probable nominee tor vice president, 
Secretary Long is named. 


He seems to have received not exactly 


the indorsement of the administration, 
but a certain friendliness which is peculi- 
arly significant, and in the opinion of 
many well posted republican leaders 
Secretary Long will reach Philadelphia 
with the tacit support of the administra- 
tion. 


Scliley Would Oppose Long. 


The democrats are not saying much 


on the subject, but it seems to be quite 
well understood 'by friends of Admiral 
Schley that if Secretary Long is nomin 
ated for the vice presidency on the re 
publican ticket Schley will be elected .for 
second place on the democratic tickel 
and thus the Kansas City convention 
would be able to go before the people 
with the only two candidates who* actu- 
ally served in the Spanish war. , 


It is" a well known fact tbat the 


friends of men' like Fairbanks, Spooner, 
and Dolliver do not at all relish the idea 
of their being cast for second place at 
this time, because all three of them 
would be natural candidates in 1904. and 
Senator Fairbanks.comingfrom a doubt- 
ful state, would under ordinary circum- 
stances be an almost inevitable candidate 
for the presidency four years from now. 


Uep'eiv or Roosevelt FoHKible 


In the opinion of the politicians the 


nomination for second place should go 
logically to New York or to a neighbor- 
boring state, and there are whispers that 
after Long has been duly killed off, if he 
can be in" advance of the convention, 
Tom Platt will spring a surprise by 
throwing the solid voteot his delegation 
for Chauncey M. Depew. 
There are 


still many members of congress who be- 
lieve the convention will after all be 
swept off its feet and the nomination of 
Boosevelt brought about in spite of his 
personal .protest.

HALF-RATE FARES 


FOR WAR VETERANS 


WESTERN PASSENGER ASSOCI 


ATION MAY GRANT PERMIT. 


Soldiers of the Civil War, Union and 


Confederate, Will Be 
Included— 


More Entitled to Half Rates Than 
Clergymen—Will Benefit 1,500,000 
People. 


Chicago, May 22—Veterans of the 


Civil war, Union and Confederate, may 
soon be able to travel in Western Pas- 
senger Association territory for half 
fare. After considerable quiet agitation 
on the subject the executive committee 
of the association, which represents 
about thirty of the big railway systems 
of the West, has decided to consider at 
at its meeting Thurec'ay a proposition 
to gtaBt a permanent half tare rate to 
the, war veterans. 


. , - ': Iti Iravor of the Meanore. 
Seier'al members of the committee 


are4 said to be heartily in favor of the 
measure, and will do'all they can to se- 
cure the passage of a resolution lavor 
ing the proposition. If such a meuaure 
is put through it will go as a recommen- 
dation to the-association and will then 
be voted upon by all the lines in the or- 
ganization. Men who are back of the 
move believe tijat if the "favorable action 
is taken 'the example will be followed by 
other associations and eventually old 
soldiers will enjoy reduced rates over 
every line of railway in tte country. 


It 
is claimed that veterans who 


fought on both sides in the- war are 
more entitled to half rates than 
clergy- 


men who have been enjoying the privi- 
lege for many yeirs. 


Meaim a Big ConceHsiOn, 


The concession asked is by no means 


a small one. There are today about 
300.000 members of the Grand Army 
and fully 400,000 who are entitled to 
membership. In-the ranks of the con- 
federate;Veterins, there are fully 500,000. 
If the per man ent half rate fare "is granted 
the majority of those outside the Grand 
Army ranks would undoubtedly join, for 
it is the'present purpose to make the 
rate available only to members of the 
Grand-Army and to membors of organi- 
zations 'made up of confederate veterans. 
If it becomes effective the western roads 
will practically be granting a half faro 
rate to 1;500,000 people.

He Has Orders To Be Firm But Al- 


ways Polite—His Mission is Confi- 
dential, and Jait and a Fine Awaits 
Him if He Tells What He Finds 
Out, 


Some time about June 1 a man will call 
at your house and ask you questions. 
It may be tbat the questions that he 
asks you will strike you as beiug very 
personal in nature. You will find him 
possessed with a raging curiosity as to 
your 
age, condition, 
business sta 


tue, family relations and financial capa- 
bilities.. He will even go so far as to 
inquire earnestly of you 
whetbar 
you 


are white or black. 


Perhaps he may exasperate you, but 


you must remember that .he is a man 
nnd a brother and refrain 
from hitting 


him with the furniture, foi\ he is em- 
ployed by the government to get you 
down on paper and make you part of 
the census of 1900. 


With Reference to June 1 


Officially the census begins on June 


1. As there 
aren't 
enough census 


enumerators to make the entire rounds 
on that day. or for many days following, 
in all probability the process will be 
stretched out u good deal, b.ut all ques- 
tions will be asked and answered with 
reference to that day. 
/ 


For instance, the enumerator may 


arrive at your house on June 6 or 7 and 
find that you were married on June 2. 
Down you go on his list as a bachelor^ 


1 you wife set down as a spinster living at 
the residence of her parents. 
The cen- 


sus won't recognize your marriage at all 
because it took place after June 1. 


Similarly you may be dead since the 


first day of the'month, but if the enu- 
merator finds out that you were alive on 
that dsy you are a part of the popula 
tion and will eke out a fictitious exist- 
ence in the sum total. 
Should a baby 


bo born in your household after June 1, 
the child is non-existant so far as the 
census goes. Nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing can happen to you betwenn the 1st 
of June and the date of the enumerators 
arrival. The law says' so and the law 
goes. 


Must lie Civil and Polite. 


When the enumerator comes to your 


house, 
he will 
identify 
himself" by 


his official schedules and also by a badge 
which he will wear on his waistcoat. He 
is bound by his instructions to be not 
only civil but patiently polite, and if he 
isn't you nan write a complaint abo«t 
him which supposedly, 
will 
receive 


prompt attentlou. 


Special stress has be6E> laid on this 


mattef of politeness in the instructions 
to the Enumerator* And they have been 
warned that any proof of bad manners 
will result Unpleasantly for him. 
Uncle 


Sam recognizes that the average Ameri- 
can resents having to discuss his private 
affairs with outsiders and has set out to 
make this census as little of an ordeal as 
possible. At the same time it is to be 
pretty.sweeping in its scope, ' 


• What He Wants to Know 


Here are some of the things which the 


enumerator will want to know about 
yfturself and the inmates of your house- 
hold, and-be won't necessarily depend 
upon the evidence of your eyes, either. 
He will ask you outright your sex and 
color, and the fact that you wear troue 
ere and a white skin won't excuse you 
from 
answering. He will ask you'the 


date of your birth, month and year, 
whether you are single, married, widowed 
or divorced; how long you have been 
married to your present consort, how 
many children you have had and how 
many are 
• now living, whether you are 


deaf, dumb, or blind, and he will require 
to know .these things about each mem- 
ber of your family. 


You will be expected to tell where you 


were born and if you are a native of an- 
other country, when you came to this 


i country and what steps, if any, you 


j have taken to become a citizen. 


Mnat Tell Tour BuHiiifaB 


Then your business will come under 


consideration, and here ia where the 
enumerators anticipate the greatest trou- 
ble. A business man generally consid- 
ers his business as his own business and 
nobody else's, and prefers to tell almost 
anything else about himself rather than 
give details of the processes whereby he 
makes his living. 


iJut the government is just as much 


interested in your business as it is in 
your,household. It wants to know just 


what your business is, and if you have 
more than one you will be listed under 
the head of that one from 
which you 


derive the chief part of your income. In 
case you arn't sure of that, the one you 
spend the most time and effort 
on will 


be the one under which 
you will be 


described. 


Some persons have no occupation. 


They will be abked whence their income 
is derived, and if they receive most of it 
from loaned money, stocks, bonds, or 
other securities, you are a capitalist by 
the government definition, 
Incase one 


hasn't Buy income at all there will proba- 
bly be a note to that effect acd the gov- 
ernment will probably be too polite to 
s»t anybody down as a hobo. If 'there 
were any 
months 
or parts of the 


month ir the last year when you. were 
out of work the enumerator will want to 
know about that, but vacation isn't suffi- 
cient to land you in the great company 
of the unemployed.

•up good and stroug in the future presi- 
dent's blood, but the maiden, who had 
the shrewd sense to know the differ- 
ence between a mule ami a man, made 
'him promise not to lay a hand on the 
other fellow, because he was uot worth 
the bother that would be certain to fol- 
low such a blow as young Paul Kruger 


sure to give. 


The dude somehow got an idea that

Martin Zika 
38 years old, was shot dead this after- 
noon by Owen Farley, a conductor on 
one of the St. Louis Transit company's 
street cars. The killing was accidental 
A mob of several hundred men had 
attacked Farley's . car, and 
several 


stones were thrown at the conductor 
who fired into the crowd. The bullet 
struck Zika, who was standing in the 
door of his home, 1200 Geyer avenue. 
Conductor Farley and Motorman Jos- 
eph Drake were arrested. Both denied 
the shooting, but Farley afterward ad- 
mitted that he shot at a man who was 
throwing stones at him, and the bullet 
hit Zika by accident. A bomb was ex- 
ploded under a car opposite 60S Mar- 
ket street in the afternoon, lifting the 
car from the tracks, but doing no dam- 
age to those aboard. The force of the 
explosion was so great that it tore up 
the earth for about three feet along-' 
side the rails, shattering 
granite

street. The guards and crew respond- 
ed to the missies hurled at them with 
shots from their revolvers-, wounding'

men—James

Higgins and Charles Samuels, who 
-were operating and guarding the car 
•were arrested. 


Four persons were Injured in a fight 


at Thirteenth and Hebert streets in 
which fufly 100 shots were fired. ' As 
the streets were crowded with people 
it is remarkable that the number of in- 
jured was so small. Clarence B. Mul- 
len, a motorman, was shot in the up- 
per portion or bis left arm. His home 
is in Jacksonville, 111. 
Minnie Krue- 


ger, 18 years old, was struck in t*e left 
thigh by a glancing bullet. The wound 
is not serious. Two rioters, whose 
names were net learned, were shot. 
Several policemen, who took part in 
the scrimmage, declared fully half a 
dozen members of the mob had been 
ehot down. 
The best information and 


the evidence of the greater number of 
officers is however, to the effect that 
only two were shot by the police. They 
were at once carried 
off by 
their 


friends. 


The passemgers on t>e cars made 


•wild scrambles for the open air when 
the trouble began. Among them were 
three women, and the female sympa- 
thizers -with the strikers, who were 
present In large numbers, pelted them 
with stones, clods, and sticks 
and 


made them run for -thair lives. 
For 


several squares the chase was kept 
up, the three women running across 
some vacant lots, still hotly pursued 
hy the 
crowd of women, who suc- 


ceeded every now and then in strik- 
ing one of the fugitives with a stick 
or stone. At Eleventh street and 
Park avenue a mob of several hun- 
dred men and women 
attacked 
the
